New York, Maroh 29 — Bradstreet's to 
morrow will say : General trade for the 
third week in succesBion continues to Bbow 
evidence of improvement. In no other 
diroction is thia so plainly indicated as in 
tho tondenoy of prices. A weok ago on 
oouragement had been obtainod from a gen 
erally unexpooted advance in ootton and 
wheat. Following their slight reaction, tho 
woek haB witnoasod a firm cotton market, 
and furthor improvement in corn and oatB, 
tho effect of which is greatly emphasized 
this week by advances in quotations not 
only for coke but prospectively for iron ore 
and for Bescemer pig iron, for steel 
billeta, and aotually for manufactured iron 
ab Wentern markots. Higher quotations 
for out meats in tho Wesb are the outoomo 
of restricted supplies of cattlo, and this is 
behind the increased demand for shoes 'or 
fall delivery, as quotations for leather con 
tinuo upward on tho comparative scarcity 
of hides. Flrmnos8 in ootton ab the late 
advanco has Mown itsolf in higher quota- 
tions. The increased demand for petroleum 
03 reports of reduoed output have pushed 
pricos up ; and higher prices for hogs at the 
West have brought like quotations for 
pork and lard ; in addition, advances 
aro roported on bntter and egge. 
Ab Toronto business is unchanged, being 
characterized by only a fair demand for 
sorting up goods. Manufacturers and job- 
bers at Montreal report business quieb aud 
do not expeot activiby until navigation 
opens. Business is quieb also at Halifax 
and throughout Nova Sootia, where collec- 
tions are Blow. Bink clearings at Winni- 
peg, Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and 
Halifax aggregate $15,201,000 this week, a 
falling off of about 16 per cent, from laat 
weok and pructically the eamo total as was 
recorded in the week a year ago. 

R. G. Dnn &, Co. 'a weekly roview of trado 
will say : Signs of improvement are all the 
moro satisfactory because neither accom- 
panied nor apparently produced by a specu- 
lative craze. Dealings in stooks, cottons 
and wheat are not diverting all the interest 
and capital from productive industries ond 
legitimate trade, though these produots are 
all a shatlo strongor, but railroad earnings, 
bank olearinga and industrial trans- 
actions are moro encouraging this week. 
Ib is a remarkable feature that the 
lifting this year begins at tho bot- 
tom, ao to speak ; raw materials are 
raised bofore there is any larger demand for 
their finished products, a thing nob often 
done with success, Hides rose, then 
leather, and then shoos ; cotton rose, and 
afterwards soma cotton goods ; ooke wai 
advanced and afterwards Bessemer pig. In 
all these oases it is reasoned that the larger 
demand for consumption though yet want- 
ing must come when ib is seen that prioes 
are going up. Higher wages for ooke 
workers have beon followed by a formal ad- 
vanco of 40 centB in tho price of coko, and 
now BoaBomor has risen 45 oonts at Pitts- 
burg and 25 oents at Philadelphia. 

The failuro of several large factories this 
month has swelled the aggregate of lia- 
bilities for tho three weeks of March to $11,- 
271,121, against $10,061,991 lasb year, of 
which $6,411,342 were of manufacturing 
concerns ngalne $1,698,115 laat year ; and 
$4 824,779 in trudlng concernB aguinBt 
$4,225,0S2 last year. The failures this 
week have been 234 In tho United Statea 
against 238 lanb year, and 42 in Canada 
againsb 30 last year. But bho recent in- 
crease indicates past rather than recent 
conditions of unsoundness.

It wae decidod to form an associa- 
tion for mutual protection, which will bo 
callod the Western bar iron manufacturers' 
association, and will inoludo only maim 
facturors west of tho AlloghanieB. Thia 
aBaociation will in tho future regulate all 
such niattora aB ratos, discounts, prices and 
wagoa. 

Jealousy of Europe, 

Boston, Maroh 29. —A City of Mexico 
speoial t3 tho Herald saya : " Public feel- 
ing againat F,uropoan interference in Latin- 
America grown strong hero. Tho news- 
papera aro now dtBOuaaing the possibility of 
an ullianoe between tho United States and 
all tho other republics of thia hemiaphoro, 
in ordor to proaont a common fronb againat 
tho ambitions of lOuropo. In caso thoro 
should bo an abuso of power on the part of 
any European natiou toward any Amorioan 
oountry whatever, says one influential jour- 
nal, thoro will bo an outburst ( f Amencan- 
iam whioh will aatoniBh tho world."

WASHINGTON, Maroh 29. — No official con- 
firmation of tho report that tho oaptain of 
tho Spauiah gunboat whioh firod upon tho 
Allianca had been reliovod of his command 
has boon received bore.

JAPAN'S GRACEFUL ACT. 

An Armistice Granted Unconditionally Be- 
cause or the Attack on Li 
Hune Chang. 

Washington, Maroh 29.— Tho following 
telegram was thiB afternoon receivod by tho 
Japaneso legation from bho Japanese foreign 
office: "On the opentog of the negotia- 
tions tho Chineao plenipotentiary proposed 
an armistice, whioh the Japanese govern- 
ment wore willing to acoept on certain con- 
ditions. While bheso negotiations wore go- 
ing on an untoward event happened the 
person of the Chinese plenipotentiary. Hia 
Mujeaty the Emperor having in viow this 
unhappy ocourronoo, has commanded the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries to conaenb to a 
temporary armistice without oonditiona. 
Thia waa communlcatod to the Chinese 
plenipotentiary." 

Shanghai, Maroh 29.— Tho Shanghai 
Mercury Buys Japan is operating againat 
China at several different pointB concur 
rontly to Btrecqthen her hands in view of 
tho probable armiatioo. 

London, March 29. — A Tokio dispatch 
Bays Japanese Admiral Ito reports that on 
Maroh 23 his fleet biimbardod tho north- 
west forts of tho islands of Pescadores, 
and next day landed a force which cap- 
tured tho northern and eastern batteries 
with the guns of tho warships supporting 
the attacking party. He in another report 
Bays he intends attacking Ma Kong and Li 
Hhong Ko at once. Tho fDgjfiip of the 
Fronoh floot, he says, iBwatohing operations. 



LEGISLATURE ADJOURNED.

Tha Promler yeBter- 
day spoke wibh the Colonist on tha subjaob 
of hia trip. 

" I expoofc to spend a dayjor two In Ob- 
tawtt," ho said, " on my way to England, to 
arrange thoro about several matters of pro- 
vincial concern, and I will visit Ottawa on 
my way b»ok in connection with any mat- 
ters whioh may be then still unsettled. 

" In England my ohief buoiness will bo 
making arrangements for the new loan — 
and this indeed is the only specific matter 
which requires my attention, though no 
doubt others of more or less import- 
ance will come up. I am going at 
the express requoab of tho finanoial 
agents in London, who have writton that 
they wiBh to talk to me face to face about 
tho loan, and about the fiaanoial position 
and genoral affairB of tho provinco. They 
think, and I am disposed to agroo with 
them, that the fact of my being on the spot 
and ready to anawer authoritatively any 
questions whioh may bo raised will have a 
go.o.i • ffeot. 

" No arrangements for tho loan havo yet 
been made, in faot we havo for iho past few 
wooks boon without tho valuablo services of 
our Agont Gonoral, as Mr. Vernon has un- 
fortunately been laid up with a severe at- 
tack of la grippo. Ho has, I believe, 
beon in bed tor abonb throo weeks, 
but latest roporta, as his many 
frieuds hero will bo glad to kno>v, 
aro that ho la gaining strength and should 
Boon bo about again. His illness 1 boliovu 
has intorforod with the progress of arrango- 
onta about the Agont General's new offico, 
so that I do not know now whore my official 
headquarters in Lor.don will bo. 

' The now loan, aB the public havo hoard 
so often, Ib to bo £420.000. Ib will boar in- 
terest, as tho lftBb did, at tho rato of threo 
per cent, and will bo rcpayublo in fifty 
yeara.

Aftor thab time, every- 
thing being as hoped for, Iexpoob to take a 
short rent, for I havo not had a holiday for a 
long timo. It will therefore bo woll into 
tho summer boforo I return.

WELLINGTON. 

(From tho Enterprise.) 

During tho past week those who havo in 
hand the forwarding of incorporation mat- 
ters have been enabled to advanoe their aims 
Tory materially. They havo already aecured 
names representing more than half the as- 
aesaed value of the town8ite, and aa this is 
all that ie required by law there now stands 
nothing in the way of securing letters patent 
of the incorporation of the town of Welling- 
ton. This when secured will bo a great 
point achieved in the matter of local roform. 
It is the first step in the right direction, and 
tho council, if so minded, will bo able to give 
a great impetus to such things as athletic 
grounds, race track, public library, etc. 

Mr. T. J, Corrigan, of Wellington, haa 
made arrangements to loaao tho Nanaimo 
opera house from Mr. John Mahrer. He 
will assume control at once. 

The present indications are that Mr. Has- 
lam will be returned by aaclamation. Not a 
name haa yet been mentioned as a Liberal 
oandid&te who would atand a ghost of a ahow 
against him, and this fact appears to be only 
too patent to the Liberals themselves. A 
Rood deal of bluster and noise has been 
made, but it is extremely probable that it 
will subside entirely and that Mr. HaBlam, 
as the Conaervative nominee, will be return- 
ed without recourse to the ballot box. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Tribune.) 

Much figuring ia being done to get a 
whack at tho Kaalo k Slocan railway con- 
tracts. It ie understood the contractors are 
Foley Brothora k Guthrie, of St. Paul. G. 
O. Buohanun has an order to get out tim- 
bers for acowa on which to tranaport the 
contractors' plant from Bonner's Ferry, and 
they will afterwards bo used to transport 
the rolling stock to operate the road, which 
ia to be a narrow gauge one. 

Captain Gore made an attempt on Friday 
to get the steamer Kootenai through the 
narrowa between Upper and Lower Arrow 
lakes, but ho had to turn baok after making 
about three miles through eluah ice. He ex- 
pects to be more successful on TueBday. If 
the Kootenai gets through Manager Troup 
asys navigation will be resumed on tho 
Columbia river route. 

Mud slides along Beaver creek are delay- 
ing trains on the Nelson k Fort Sheppard 
railway. Wednesday's train did not reach 
Nelson until Thursday afternoon, and Fri- 
day's southbound train did not get through 
to Wanota until midnight. It ia understood 
tb.3 Columbia & Kcotemy railway will re- 
lune operations on Tuesday. 

The 0. K., in Trail Creek diitrict, is in 
reality a poor man's mine. Ita diecovorora 
hadn't a dollar, but they had sand ; they 
were not afraid of work. For a long time 
they UBod a hand mortar for milling the 
richest. pieceB of the ore ; and the oro waB 
ao rich that even by thia crude mothod it 
yielded enough to pay all tho working ox- 
ponaes. A small 5 stamp prospecting mill 
was purchased, and it has been paid for out 
of the returns from tho oro milled. Now 
the ownora aro thinking of putting in a 15- 
stamp mod dm gold mill. Tho mino is 
favorably locatod for working, and tho ore 
need not be transported but a few hundrod 
yarda for milling. 

The Tacoma amolter ia ono of tho best 
managed in the United StateB, and haa not 
boen closed down since ib waa blown in — 
about three years ago. Tho bulk of tho oro 
now smelted at it ia tho produot of the 
mines of Kootenay. If our orea can bo 
transported to Tacoma and smeltod profit- 
ably, thoy can be smeltod at homo just as 
profitably to the mine ownor. There is no 
reason why a ton of Trail Crook oro or a ton 
of oro from Toad Mountain should bo ship- 
ped out of Kootonay for smelting. There is 
one amolter already in successful operation 
at Pilot r,iy, and if tho product of our 
mines ia more than it can handlo, why 
should nob another bo built? Sixty-two 
men find employment at tho Taooma 
smeltor. Ten times that number will bo 
employed at smelters In Kootenay within a 
year if our mino owners and our bualnooa 
mon have bub the courago to aot. 

Tho hospital direotora havo appointod 
Dr, Arthur medical officer for tho next aix 
mouthB without salary. Pay patients are 
for tho future to bo charged §12 por wook 
for tho public ward and §15 por wook for 
private wards, includingjmodical attondanoo 
and drugs. 

VEKNON. 

(From tho News.) 
On Monday the oity olork recolvod from 
Victoria a final roply to his communication 
to tho Lioutonant-Govornor on oivio affairs. 
Tho answer took tho ehapo of a writ for a 
new oloction for throo aldermen. It ro- 
cites tho faotB of tho oaao, so woll known to 
the citizens of Vernon, and commands tho 
olork to coll for a now election, notioo ot 
whioh ia to bo given ten days from tho doto 
ol tho Lioutonont-Governor'a writ, whloh ia 
datod Muroh 21. This will bring tho date 
of eleotion on April 13, as ton days will 



have to olapso between the date of the 
notloe given by the clerk and nomination, 
and three days between nomination and 
eleotion. 

The firsb shipment of butter from the new 
oreamory recently established in White Val- 
ley by Mr. Murdooh MaoKay arrived in the 
oity thlB week and waa aecured by tho Hud- 
aon Bay Company. The butter 1b of supe- 
rior quality, as Mr. MaoKay has had con- 
siderable experionoe in butter making in 
Borne of the largeBt oreamorloB lu the North- 
west and Manitoba. 

One of the richest timber sections of the 
interior is awaiting development up the 
Spallumcheen river near Mabel lako. It 
will be remembered that some months ago 
we gave a description of a trip taken up the 
river by Meaara. S. C. Smith, H. W. Wright, 
J, Christie and Boyco. They found timber 
in almosb unlimited quantities and so situ- 
ated that it could be driven down the 
stream to Kaderby with little difficulty. 
Mr. Wright hua had ooneiderablo experience 
in tho lumbering business in Maino and on 
the Sound, and knows a good thing of thin 
nature when he aeea ib. Ho grows onthusi- 
astio when he describes tho milea of fine 
oedar, hemlock and pine through which he 
passed on the trip. Ib is a question that 
will boar investigation by capitalists. 

A largor catoh of fur has been made thie 
winter in the district than for some ooasona 
past. Marten, lynx and wolverine have 
been unusually plentiful, and though the 
eeaeon waa a very short one tho trappers 
have all made good " pucka." Marten of 
good quality average about §2 each tbls 
spring. Tho only fur-bearing animals that 
are scarco are heaver, of which very few oan 
now be found in this part of tho province. 

Tho last year or so has mado a wonderful 
obange in tho appearance of the strip of land 
between Okanagan and Long lakes, known 
as tho commonage. Somo of tho moBt prom 
iaing little ranches In tho district aro now to 
bo found on thia once doBpiBed looation. 
There will bo in the neighborhood of 1,000 
acres broken this year and oil the owners of 
the claims appear to be confident of suaceas. 
They have the best of grounds for their 
hopes, as deBpito tho dry Beason of lasb year 
several good crops of grain wero raised on 
the firab breaking. Among thoae who are 
doing the moBt work thia Bpricg are Messrs. 
Qulnn, Faulkner, MoAuley k Grant, A. 
Carr and C. Fahrni. An exoellonb oppor- 
tunity for fruiboulture la offered In this part 
of the diatriot, which promiBoa in a few 
yeara to be one of the moat thickly Bottled 
ond prosperous soctionB of the Okanagan. 

John Donald, a well known business man 
at Kelowna, was arrested on Monday at the 
Instance of his partner, T. Riley. They did 
business in tho agricultural implement line 
until recently when they were oloaod up un- 
der a ohattel mortgage. The case came be- 
fore Price ElliBon, atipondlary magistrate, 
on Tuesday, when Mayor Martin and E. J. 
Tronaon, J. P., were associated with him on 
the benoh. The information claimed that 
the prisoner had altored, falsified 
and mutilated the accounts of the 
firm with intention to defraud the 
creditors. Mr. A. Msodonald, for the 
aocussd, held that there were no grounds 
for orimlnal action, but that any grievance 
that Mr. Riley might have should bo broughb 
before tho civil oourta. He was perfectly 
certain that the whole mattor could be 
cleared up so as to show that no Intent to 
defraud existed. A remand waa granted, 
to seoure witnesses, until April 3, ball being 
fixed at two sureties of S250 eaoh and Mr, 
Donald's personal reoognlzanoo for §500.

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
$10,000, Borrowed under the 
Authority of tho "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses.

And whereas tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Viotoria dooms It undeBlr- 
ablo to oxpend tho s.id sum of ?10,000 for tho 
purposo of establishing a crematory as aforo- 
said, but deoms it oxpodlont that tho said Bum 
of $10,000 should bo oxpondod for and towards 
tho coat of constructing works for supplying 
tho Inhabitants of tho Municipality of the City 
of Victoria with Electric Light ;

It Has Amply Proved the Helplesanee 
of Shi pa When Fiffhtiuff Well 
Constrncted Forts. 



Modern Artillery Fire So Terrible 
That One Big Shell Will 
Disable a Vessel. 



Tokio, March 12,— (United Press oorres 
pondenoe per steamer Tacoma ) — When 
China entered upon this war hor grea 
strength lay in her fleet, and of her fleet the 
Peiyani; squadron oontalned the oream. Its 
two Iron-olada were the most powerful ves 
eels in the East, after H.B.M.'s Centurion 
With them were Yl ornisors, all fine modern 
ships ; 10 gunboats, some of an exception 
ally efficient type, and 12 torpedo boats 
tho total number being 36. Every one of 
these has boon either sunk, destroyed or 
taken. The details of the disasters are, ono 
taken and one so crippled as to necessitate 
boaohing, in the fight of July 
four sunk and one run ashore, at the battl 
of SeptemBer 17 ; one (» torpedo boat) 
wrecked ; five sunk and 12 taken at Wei- 
Hal- Wei, and 11 torpedo boats captured or 
destroyed on February 7. ThuB tho whole 
Paiyang equ&dron is wiped out of existence 
The Japanese, on tho other hand, have not 
lost a single ship except two torpodo boats ! 
Whatever bo the difference in skill between 
the handling of tho two navies, it must be 
confessed that luck is on the Japanese aide, 
Such a record is more than they could rea 
sonably havo hoped to aohiove. 

forts vkhsus suits. 
One of the faots brought into strong pro 
minonce in connection with the recent 
operations at Wei-Hal- Wei is the helpless 
noes of ships against well oonstruotc d forte. 
On the islands of Liukung and /Chih at the 
entrance to Wei-Hai-Wol bay there wore 
two forts admirably located and armed 
with disappearing gunB. Tho Japanese 
ships and the mainland fortB, the artillery 
of which, after falling into Japaneso posses 
sion co operated with the fleet in bombard 
ing the insular defences, never suo 
coeded in touching thoao forts once. They 
remained to the end absolutely unim- 
paired by the storm of iron directed 
against them. Similar immunity was en 
joyed even by an ordinarily constructed fort 
on Liukung island". The Japanese ships did 
it no harm whatever. On che other hand, 
the Chinese gunners in tho forts, though not 
conepiouous for their skill, succeeded in hit 
ting, and moro or less seriously damaging, 
no less than seven of the Japanese ship^, 
killing 29 men and wounding 36. Had the 
attack been a little later, it U doubtful 
whether tho Japanese squadrons would not 
have been held completuly at h\y en far as 
the forts wero concerned, for tho Chinese 
were engaged in constructing on the highest 
eminence of Z lih island n. iort which, 
firing from a huight of 400 fdet above the 
Bea level, would have been a terrible foe. 
Although the ascent to the position chosen 
for this fort is so steep as to be difficult 
even for a pedestrian, the Chinese h d suo- 
ceded in dragging to the top two 28-cent. 
guns, and two others were waiting on the 
baach to be plaoed In the same position. 
Another week would have seen this fort in 
fighting order, and had its cannonading 
bet.n added to that of the five other forts on 
the islands, any naval force attempting to 
bombard the place must have suffered ter- 

riblf. 

MODERN ARTILLERY EFFECTS. 

The experiences of the Japanese ships en- 
gaged in the bombardment of Wel-Hai-Wei 
bhow how terrible it the effect of modern 
artillery fire. One big shell fairly planted 
almost suffioes to deprive a medium sized 
vessel of fighting oapaoity. Gruesome stories 
are told of the havoc wrought by a solitary 
missile. The Tsukuahi, for oxarrple, which 
led the attacking squadron in the bombard- 
ment of the insular forts at Wei-Hai-Wel on 
the 7th of February, was struck by a shell 
which, entering from the starboard bul- 
wark, passed out on the port side. A sailor 
Itanding in the path of the missile was 
of couree rent into fragments. The Bhell 
then cut an iron Btanohion three inoheB in 
diameter and finally tore its way through 
the port bulwark and droppod into the Bea. 
Two sailors Btanding on either side of the 
stanchion at the time wero dismembered, 
their legs and arms being hurled into the 
air, lodged in buckets, or dashed flat against 
planks. Another shell hit the Tcnryu. Her 
second in command was conning the ship at 
the time. His body was swopt into the sea, 
one of his legs remaining on the bridge. A 
boat was immediately lowered, but nothing 
except his hoad could be found floating in 
the water. Immediately after tho shell 
struck tho Bhip a tornado of iron and 
wood splinterB blew into the engine room, 
wonndlng fivo men. Inetaucea of like nature 
could be multiplied, but there is an appall- 
ing sameness about them all. The fact is 
that tho incomparable greater vulnerability 
of a ship handicaps ic Beriously in a fight 
with a fort. A dozen Bholla from a ship's 
guns may exhaust their energy upon tho 
massive parapets of a fort, wheroae one shot 
from the heavy guns of the latter cannot fail 
to in diet cruol injury upon tho ship if it 
strikes her. The quoBi ion of a moving and 
a stationary target seoma to be of secondary 
importance.

A TEMPERANCE SALOON. 

The Novel Institution Established by Bishop 
Fallows of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church. 

(From thoLItorary Digest.) 
Bishop Fallows, of the Reformed Episco- 
pal churah, has recently opened a " beer 
saloon " at Chicago for the purpose of pro- 
moting the oause of temperance reform. His 
plan is to provide all the outward markB of 
an ordinary saloon, minuB alooholia bover- 
ages. A non-alcoholio imitation of beor iu 
dispensed, which, according to Bishop Fal 
low*, is a pure browed oxtraot of hops and 
malt, which evory beer drinker will declare 
to be a good, bittor drink. Tho saloon has 
tho free-lunch counter, tho bar, fixtures, 
oigar-case and tuble for gamoa. Portraits of 
prominent reformers adorn tho wsIIb. 

Bishop Fallows hopoB to hocomo a formid- 
able competitor of the ordinary Baloon- 
keepor. Largo quantities of the non-intoxi- 
cating beer are Bold dally, according to 
newspapor reporta, and tho eiperimont haB 
thus far been very successful. In explana- 
tion and dofonceof his plan, Bishop Fallows 
ays : 

" What has tho churoh or temperance 
movement to offor in a material way iu com- 
petition with tho saloon ? Nothing. I 
have been investigating the saloon business. 
I havo had men at work finding out all 
about their methods, and the business prin- 
iploa on which they oonduat their business. 
We propose to apply those principles in tho 
conduct and management of places where we 
oan offer everything that tho saloon does in 
the way of warmth and light and a place to 
it down, and a place to got something to 
sat and something to drink, except intoxi- 
anta. I believe these places can bo made 
both self-supporting and self propagating. 

five cents wo oan furnish a hot drink of 
offee, tea or other non-intoxicating drinks, 
together with a pretty fair meal of bread, 
meat, and potato salad or something of that 
ort. For ten cents we can do very muoh 
better. It ia an experiment that has pro wd 
successful in London, Liverpool, Man- 
hester, and other English oltios. If oun 
oves successful a hundred will, and we 
want to locate them right where they aro 
needed. I believe such a work as this, if it 
proves successful, will be worth fifty years 
of merely intellectual temperance work. 
Tho more I study this matter the more I am 
'mpressed with its possibilities." 

That the Chiaago saloon keepers regard 
Bishop Fallows' sohome as effective seems 
evident, for they are reported as having re- 
solved to boycott the coopers who Bupply 
barrels for the new temperance beverage.

THE RAILWAY BELT. 

British Columbians iu all parts of the 
Provinco aro no doubt glad to hear that the 
disputes connected with the Railway Belt 
have been Bottled at last. ThoBO diBputoB 
were the cause of muoh annoyance and un- 
certainty, and havo tended to retard tho 
settlement of the interior of tho Province 
»nd the development of its resources. 

The details of tho arrangement are not 
contained in our Ottawa telegram, but it can 
be inferred from it that there will bo no un- 
certainty hereafter as to the boundaries of 
tho Railway Belt, or aa to the validity of 
titles given for land within its borders. 

It can readily be understood that to pro- 
perly define the Railway Belt has been no 
easy matter. The line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway through a large extent of 
mountainous country is necessarily so devi- 
ous that accurately to meaBuro a strip of 
land twenty miles broad on eaoh eide of It 
is as difficult a problem aa could be sub- 
mitted to the most skilful land surveyors. 
It must be remembered It is one thing to 
mark off such belts on a map or plan and 
another to survey and locate them ao that the 
land they contain can be readily adminis- 
tered by either the Dominion or the Pro- 
vincial Government. Tho Battlement, aa 
our correspondent says, muBt have involved 
a good deal of glvo and take. Happily 
mnoh of the land is of auoh a nature that its 
exact admeasurement and apportionment 
are of little consequence to either Govern- 
ment. The important thing waa to have a 
definite settlement, so that it could be easily 
ascertained what land belongs to the 
Dominion and what to the Pro- 
vinco. From thia time forward it 
aeema that the Bottler or the miner 
who purchases land within, or supposed to 
be within, twenty miles of the railway need 
have no misgivings as to the Boucdneas of hla 
title. He ia eecuro in any event, the two 
governments conoerned having rettled all 
disputes both aa to ownership and bounda- 
ries. This Is as it should be, and the Pro- 
vince Ia under a debt of obligation to tho 
Chief Justice for having satisfactorily set- 
tled thia much vexed ar.d most aggravating 
Railway Belt question. 

It Is to bo regretted thab the Songhcea 
Reserve queBtion was not aottled at 
the Bamo time. Tho reservo is an 
eyeBoro to all Victorians who tako a prido 
in the appoaranco of their city, and it ia also 
a aorioua obstacle iu tho way of its Improve- 
ment. It is at tho same time of compara- 
tively littlo value to the Indians who occupy 
it, as thoy cinnot sell it and will not improve 
it. It is not right that tho Rasorvo should 
bo allowed to remain in tho hands of those 
who aro not in a position to make a good ubo 
of it. Tho Indiana, too, would bo much 
bettor off in every way, if they woro placed 
on a tract of land tho surroundings of which 
would bo moro congonial to their tastes and 
habits and where thoy would not be exposed 
to tomptationa which thoy have hitherto 
proved thomaolvos unable to resist. A fair 
exohango would bo for tho benefit both of 
the Indiana and tho oitir.sna of Viotoria. 
The Government oan havo no object in per- 
mitting a pieoe of land bo necasaary to tho 
progrosa of the city virtually to ho waste. 
It is of very little use to tho Indians, and 
its boing in their possession Inaeorious draw- 
back to thia city. 

THE HOSPITAL REPORT. 

Tho Report of tho Special Committoo of 
Inquiry Into tho general management of tho 
Jubilee Hospital ia a document both im- 
portant and interesting, Tho Jubilee Hos- 
pital is an institution of which nob only bho 
citizens of Victoria but tho inhabitants of 
tho wholo Provinco ought to bo proud. We 
do not believe that thoro Is on this con- 
tinent a oity of tho same sixo aa the capital 
of Urltioh Columbia that oan boast of a hos- 
pital as handnomn, aa well equipped and aa 
woll managed as that whioh Britiah Colum- 
bians have built and ostabliohod in honor of 
their boloved Queon. 

Tho Report is oxooodingly fuvorablo. The 



Committee finds overy department of the 
Hospital in good working order. They have 
discovered no abases and they have no oom- 
plaints to make of the management. The 
tables contained in tho report ehow that it 
has done good work, and lb speaka in the 
highest termaof the medical and the nursing 
staffj. The only inferenoo that can be drawn 
from tho report is thab it is a model inntitu- 
tion and quite capable of accomplishing 
tho enda for whioh it waa established. All 
that the Jubiloo Hospital wants, according 
to the report before us, are a few Improve- 
ments ami better support. The financial 
question appears, in faot, to be the only one 
whioh is likely to give tho dlrootors of the 
hospital any uneaBinoss. 

The cost of management has decreased 
since a year ago from SI. 56 por patient to 
$1.14. The average for Ewtern hospitals, 
we are told, where prices aro low and labor 
cheap, is 91 oonta per patient per diem. 
ThiB is a difference of 23 cents por patient 
por day, whiah, oonsidorlng the difference 
(f prioes, appears to us quite a moderate 
sum. It ia, however, possible thab by judi- 
cious economy the oost of tho Jubilee 
patient could be broughb even nearer to the 
E is torn average. 

The Report Bhowa thab the city sends by 
far tho greator number of free pationts 
to tho Hospital. The number of days' 
stay of city free pationts was over 10,000. 
Thia number, at the coat of SI 14 a day, re- 
quires an expenditure of $11,400. It muBt 
be remembered that tho Jubiloo hospital iB 
not endowed. It has no revenue of its own. 
It must be supported by the money given it 
by the provinco, by the city and by Indi- 
viduals. Tho oily is, of courso, under an 
obligation to look aftor its sick poor. It 
should not allow thom to be a burdon on 
tho hospital dirootorato. It should in juB- 
tico pay tho expenses of evory patient It 
sends to tho institution. It has boon found 
that the publio generally are of thia 
opinion. Many aay, when asked to 
contribute to the funds of tho hospital, 
" Let the Corporation look after their 
city patients." " It is their bounden duty 
to do so. They must not expect us, when 
wo aro taxed for tho Bupport cf tho Hoa- 
pita!, to contribute voluntarily to its funds 
as well." Knowing thia, tho Corporation 
should take measures to pay tho Hospital 
expenses of tho wholo of the indigent sick. 
Thia they ahould do ungrudgingly, for thoy 
are lucky in having a Hospital built and 
equipped for their use. Thoy ahould re- 
member that it is much easier to pay their 
fair share towards tho maintenance of tho 
Jubilee Hospital than to build, fur- 
nish and support ono for them- 
selves. The City Council will not, we 
truab, heBitate to do what ia fair in this mat- 
ter, for if they pay their proportionato abare 
towards the expenses of tho Hospital, it can 
be easily kept in an efficient condition. It 
was becauao the hospital dircctora were in 
former yeara obliged to take eo many city 
patienta without recoiving any adequate 
return, thab its funda beoame low, and tho 
directors wero obliged to run in debt. Let 
the city do ItB duty and tho Hospital can- 
not only bo kept in an efficient condition, 
but its dlreotors can, aa time goea on, make 
ail the improvements that aro required. 

There has been some difficulty among the 
doctors respecting tho medioal and surgical 
staffs, barely the directors and tho dootors 
botween them oan Bottle thia matter 
amicably and satisfactorily to all concernod. 
Let inquiry bo made into tho way in whioh 
publio hospitals are managed in other oities, 
and it would not, we think, bo very hard to 
fix upon a plan aultablo to the oircum- 
stances of Viotoria and the Jubilee Hos- 
pital. Let those whose duty it la to mako 
an arrangemenb go about it In the proper 
spirit, ond we are very suro that It would 
not be a tenth part ao difficult aa it now ap- 
pears to some of thoeo Interested. 



Council to follow is the advloe of eminent 
engineers— advice whioh they considered it 
their duty to offer — it doos look singular to 
see the Times stigmatize it aa "knavish ad- 
vice." Are those engineers knaves? Are 
they seeking to " boar" tho proporby of tho 
people that private speculators may step in 
and make money ? Is thero any ono in this 
city or anywhere elso who has this opinion 
of the engiooera and of their motlvoa ? 

As the Timea gnos on it loaea all control of 
itself — or for purposes of its own it simulates 
madnesB moat cleverly. Thia is how It 
ravea : "Ruin the waterworka following 
tho Colonist's advloo (whioh ia that of tho 
Eiatern engineer*) and at once the prico of 
'privileges' will go up enormously," Was 
it to "bull" tho price of "pnvilegoa" 
that the Eistorn engiueera Ltlviaad the 
Counoil to "investigate" before they 
spent any moro of tho peoplo'a money, 
or was it booauso they had a Btrong convic- 
tion that if tho money were spent it wonld 
bo wasted 2 

We are sorry that tho Timea is too greatly 
excited to anBwer tho very simple question 
wo aBked It a day or two ago. Perhaps It 
would do no harm to ropoat it hore : How 
oan the E?qulmalt Waterworks Company be 
benefited by placing tho city's waterworka 
on what tho best authoritioa that havo yot 
been consulted declare ia a proper 
footing ? Our contemporary is, we know, 
not fond of answering questions, but we, as 
woll as a good many othora, would liko to 
know what evil would befall the city if the 
Council followed what tho Timea calla tho 
knavish advice of Messrs. Koatlng and 
Haakina. Thia ia not a political question. 
Tho Timea can do no harm to its party by 
answering it dearly and fully.

Weakness of Support Noticeable In the Pre- 
sentation of " Inherited "-Bril- 
liant Lighting Kirects. 

Despite tho faot that Miss MaudoGrangor 
was at her best laBt ovening, the limited 
audience who witnessed her presentation of 
" Inherited " at Tho Viotoria wero not satis- 
fied. The play, whioh is by no moans now 
to American audiences, is an intensely emo- 
tional ono — tho story of a true-hearted, 
loving woman and well-loved wife, upon 
whom the curse of hereditary inaanity 
doacende, separating hor from husband and 
child to pasB sevon awful years In a mad- 
house. RoleaBod by fire, which oon- 
sumea tho asylum, sho finds the cloud has 
lifted from her brain, and returns 
overjoyed to her homo, only to 
find that the law has freed her 
husband and that ho has married her BiBter. 
Hor mother lovo aavoa her from returning 
madness, and oauaes hor when sickness 
stretches her child in a sleep whioh sho mis- 
takes for death, to end her own unhappy ex- 
istence with a deadly poison. Tho play is 
terrible in its dramatic intensity, while 
orude to a degrco in many details. It 
therefore requiros interpretation by tho mout 
oapublo aotors, in order that tho many im- 
probabilities shall not obtrude themsolves, 
and the strength of tho conception itself 
may command appreciation. Thia it nnfor- 
tunotoly haa not in this ongagoment. Whilo 
Miss Granger enters heart and 
soul into the one iulerost-foouBing 
oharaoter, investing it with a 
tirriblo fascination — the commingling of 
womanly awootness and truth with maniacal 
petulanco and suspicion — sho cannot savo 
tho piny with her preaont. support, of whom 
Mr. Edmund Hayes (is Julian) ulonc 
deserves mention. The enveral ladies and 
gentlemen last ovoning walked through 
their parts in painfully mechanical fashion, 
and whilo Miss Granger's Helen w»s doubt- 
less tho more brilliant for tho con- 
trast, tho innovation can scarcely bo 
commended. " Inhorited " is not a play 
to bo enjoyed ot any timo— last night it 
could nob bo appreciated. It is explained 
that tho company it moro capable in tho 
"Fringe of Society," which is tho bill for 
thia ovening, tho second and laat perform- 
ance, as it has been doomed beat to cincel 
tho matinee. 

Aftor laBb evening's final curtain fall, 
Manager Jamieson troated hia audi- 
onco to a ton minutes' exhibition 
of tho nowly introduced lighting 
effects, tho Viotoria boing now ono of the 
host equipped houses in this respect west of 
Chicago, All I ho various details produced 
by dimmors, colors, hunch lights and eleo- 
trio flashos wero introduced, and the audi- 
ence oxproBsod their appreciation by fre- 
quent applause.

CAKLYLK AND THE QUEEN. 

Tlie S»Ke or ChplBen Write* to His SlBter 
That He Never Met r. Politer Little 
Woman. 

The following letter from Carlylo to hie 
Bister Jean, wite of the lute Dr. Aitken, o' 
Dumfries, whioh has roosntly been publiahed 
tor the Scat time, shows how that diviuu> 
whioh doth hedge a Queon impressed oveu 
tho orahbdd and dyspeptio Sootoh philoso- 
pher. Is is diflbult to flad in all that has 
been written ubuut Her Majesty a more 
pleasant or a more vivid pen picture of 
those graoiouB characteristics which have 
made Viotoria beloved. The following 1b 
the letter : 

"Chklska, March 11, 1869. 

•' Dear Jean : —Mary, I find, has inserted 
for you a Bmall letter along with the one 
that bolongB to tho doctor. I have nothing 
of my own in tho form of news beyond what 
that ' child of nature ' will have Baid. 

" But my present buBineaa is to tell you 
exclusively of the Queen'a interview, for 
whioh great objeot I have only a few 
minutes. Swift theD, if my poor hand but 
would ! ' Interview ' took plaoe this day 
gone a weok. Nearly a week ^before that 
the Dean and Deanesa (who is called Lady 
Augusta Stanley, onoe Bruco, an aotivo, 
hard and buBy woman) drove up here, and, 
in a aoleninly myatorious, half quir.zioal 
mannor, invited me for Thursday, 4th, at 
5 p.m. — 'must come; a very high, indeed 
higheat, personage has long boon deairoua,' 
etc I aaw well enough it waa tbo Queon'B 
inoognita, and briefly agreed to come. 
' Half-past 4, oome you,' and then went 
their waya. 

"Walking up at tho aot time, I waa 
uahered into that long drawing-room in 
their monaBtic oditiae. I found no Stanley 
yet there ; only at the further end a tall 
old year-polo (?) of a Mrs. Grote, the most 
wooden-headed woman I know in Lon- 
don, or the world, who thinks herself very 
clever, etc., and the Bight of whom led mo 
to expeot Mr. too, and perhaps otherB, as 
accordingly in a few minuteB foil out. Grote 
and wife, Sir Charles Lyell and ditto, 
Browning and myself ; that I Raw to bo our 
party. ' Better than nothing,' thought I, 
' these will take off the edge of the thing, if 
edge there bo,' whioh it hadn't, nor threat- 
ened to have. 

" The StanleyB and we wero all In a flow 
of talk, and soire flunkeys had dono setting 
coffee pots and tea-oups of a eublimo pat- 
tern, when Her Majesty, punotual to the 
minute, glided in, escorted by her dame in- 
waiting (* duohesB dowager of Athol) and 
by the Princeea Louiae, decidedly a very 
pretty young lady, and clevor too, as I 
found out in talking to her afterward. The 
Queen oame softly forward, a kindly little 
Bmilo on her face, gently shook hands with 
all tho three women, gently acknowledged 
with a nod the silent bows of us malo mon- 
sters, and direotly in hor proaenoe 
every one waa ab ease again. She ia a 
comely little lady, with a pair of kind, clear 
and intelligent gray eyes ; atill looka almost 
young (in spite of one broad wrinkle whioh 
shows on each cheek occasionally) ; iB still 
plump ; haB a fine, low voice, soft ; indeed, 
her whole mannor ia melodiously perfect. 
It ia impoBaiblo to imagine a politer little 
woman ; nothing the least imperious ; all 
gentle ; all sincere, looking unombarraBaing 
—rather attractive even ; makea you feel, 
too (if you have any Benae in you), that 
she is Queen. 

"After a little word to eaoh of ua — to me 
it was, ' Sorry you did not aee my daughter ' 
(prinoesa of RuB8ia),or 'all aorry,' perhaps 
bo ; which led us to Potadam, Berlin, etc., 
for an inBtant or two. To Sir Charles Lyell 
I heard her say 'gold in Sutherland,' — but 
quiokly and delicately cut him short in re- 
sponding. To Browning, ' Are you writing 
anything?' (who haa juab been publishing 
the abaurdest things !) To Grote I did not 
hear what she said, but it was touch and 
go with everybody — Majesty visibly with- 
out interest, cr nearly so, of hor own. 

"After thia, coffee (very blaok and 
muddy) was handed round, Queen and 
three women taking seats, Queon in the 
corner of a aofa, Lady DoaneBs in opposite 
corner, Mrs. Grote In a ohair intrusively 
close to M»jesty ; Lady Lyell modestly at 
the diagonal corner ; we others obliged to 
Btand and hover within call. 

" Coffee fairly done, Lady Auguata called 
me gently to come and apeak to Hor Mb- 
jeaty. I obeyed, first asking, as an old, in- 
firmish man, Majesty's permiaaion to ait, 
which waa graoioualy conoeded. Nothing of 
the lonst aignificanoe waB said, or needed ; 
however, my bit of dialogue went very 
well. ' What part of Scotland I oame 
from ? 1 ' Dumfries (where Majeaty might as 
well go sometimeB). Carlisle, Caor Lewel, 
a placo of about the antiquity of King Solo- 
mon (accordiog to Milton) ' whereat Majeaty 
smiled. Border ballads and old Jamea Pool 
Blightly alluded to, not by name. GlaBgow, 
and grandfather's ride thithor, ending in 
more psalms, and atreetB vacant at 9:30 p. m. 
— hard, Bound Presbyterian root of what 
haB now shot up to such a monBtroualy ugly 
oabbago tree, and hemlock tree ! all which 
Majesty seemed to take rathor woll : where- 
upon Mrs. Groto roso good-naturedly and 
brought forward her husband chcok by jowl 
with Majesty, who ovidently did not care a 
Btraw for him, but kindly abkod — ' Writing 
anything?' and one heard, 'Aristotle, 
now that I havo done with Plato ' (bub only 
for a minimum of timt) MujeBty herself 
(and I think apropos of somo question about 
my shaky hand) said something about her 
own difficulty in writing to dictation, whioh 
brought forward Lady Lyoil and husband, 
mutually used to tho operation, after whioh, 
talk becoming quite trivial, Majesty grace- 
fully retired with Lady Auguata, and in ten 
minuteB moro returned to reojivo our faro- 
well bows, whioh, too, she did vory prettily, 
and sailed out ns if moving on skates, and 
bending her head to m with a amilo. 

" Froudo telle mo thoro aro fooliah mythB 
about tho poor business, especially about my 
share of it ; but thia is tho real truth, 
worth to mo in atricteat truth all but 
nothing, in thn mytha lesa than nothing. 

" Toll tho Dr. I intended writing him, 
but it is already (horriblo to think) a quar- 
torpast l. Adiou, dear sister, yours ever, 
"T. C."

JODHMENTS. 

Full Court DlBinl88e» Appeal In Hamilton 
Manufacturing Co. v. Victoria Lumber Co. 
— DtclBlon by Mr. Justice Wnlkem. 

Judgment waa given yesterday in the Full 
court dismissing toe appeal of plaintiff in 
tho Hamilton Manufacturing Co. v. Viotoria 
Lumber Co. Tho case waa one in which 
plaintiffs agreed to supply dofendtnts with 
ti boiler for their steamer DaiBy. After the 
boiler was paid for defendants received 
other machinery from pluintiffs to tho value 
of $1,300, for which they declined to Day, 
bringing in a counter claim of §900 for il im- 
ages on account of the boiler being defective. 
At tho trial Mr. Justice Drake awarded the 
plaintiff Sl,30O on their claim, and ci tho 
counter olaim allowed the defendants §900 
damages. The present appeal ia from so 
much of the judgment as gave $900 to de- 
fendants on their oounter claim. The ap- 
peal wus yesterday dismissed with coats, 
the queation of damages to be argued boforo 
the Full oourt on April 18. Mr. J. A. Rua- 
sell for plaintiffs (appollants) ; Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell and Mr. Arohor Martin for defend- 
ants (respondents.) 

YeBterday Mr. Justioe Walkem gavo 
judgment in Lorimer v. Jensen, diBmiBBing 
tho action witb ooats. Mr. Wm. Lorimer 
aa oontractor for the construction of tho 
Dallas hotel, brought a claim for extras 
amounting to $2,755.95 against Mr. Wm. 
Jensen tho owner. On Soptembor 1, 1891, 
tho architoot of tho building, tho lato F 
McCoakrie, gave hia final certificate for the 
main contract, and in October, 1891, award- 
ed by certificate £068 for ortra work by 
plaintiff. In October, 1891, defendant had 
a settlement with the arohiteot for hia Ber- 
vices. At a later date tho architect gavo 
plaintiff two further certificates, one for 
£2,012 and another for §743 20— tho first 
one for extra work claimed by plaintiff to 
havo been ordered, by tho arohiteot, and tho 
eeoond for work said to have boeu ordored 
by defendant. For the defence it was 
claimed that the work was neither an extra 
nor was it ordered by defendant ; that the 
arohiteob, ab tho timo he gavo tho last cer- 
tificates, waB no longer employed by the de- 
fondant (functus officio) ; also that no esti- 
mate in writing was obtained from tho aroh- 
toob as required by tho ontraot.

GREAT' OPPORTUNITIES. 

To the Editor :— Otoa in a long timo tho 
oity contractors see a prospeot of obtaining a 
good Blzsd contract. In ordor to mako the 
maximum cf money out of a contract, it iB 
necessary to havo a good understanding 
with the engineer. If there bo in office an 
ongineer above suspicion, ho must be dis- 
charged, and for him there must bo substi- 
tuted a man cf a moro pliablo kind. Hav- 
ing gob tho eympathiea of a number 
of aldermon favorablo to the con- 
tractors, there will bo a chanoo to mako 
aomething. But it iB neceaaary to take a 
plan that can bo built quiokly and not go 
into too muoh coffjrdaming, pumping, etc , 
becauae the contractors' friends might be 
out of offioo before all that coffordaming and 
pumping is done, and the next lot might 
aand engineers and the test of tho oonfrat- 
ernity to the demnition bow-wowa. Be- 
sides tho ratepayers might, in Bplte of their 
general torpidity, wake up to a aonae of the 
aituation, and then thero would take plaoe a 
scuttle arr.ODgat the rata before they loft the 
ship, and a mutual interchange of con- 
demnation. 

1 liat waa rather a curious piece of inform- 
ation given by the Mayor to the Eastern ex- 
perts, that tho water waa comparatively 
pure — but compared with what— the purity 
of munioipal politics, or sowage.or what other 
comparison? There is notbheneoessaryeupply 
of water, nor yet the pressure. Bub there is a 
sentiment in favor of doing that which will 
fquander the money of tho ratepayer!, and 
reault in a failure ; and the oouooll is aware 
of lb, boo. But who educatea publio opin- 
ion ? Why, the Mayor and counoil, of 
oourae, and when thoy don't feel oertain 
about the futuro resulta of their aatlon they 
oall a publio meebing, of which one man in 
five owns property, to whitewash 
their prooeedinga. Somo councillor in- 
troduces a by-law, and a majority 
of the counoil miarepreaenb the fucts — 
volumea of oratory are poured forth to prove 
bhab that is which is not, and presto, the 
profanum vulfftu endoraea the idea of the 
majority and the by-law paasea. Tho rate- 
payer of Viotoria havo themselves to blame. 

Thomas Carlylo haa left it on record that 
1 he population of tho world iB composed of so 
many millions of pooplo, mostly fools ; and 
Thomas Carlylo was a deep thinker — moro 
80 than moat of the ratepayora of Viotoria. 
Theso same ratepayers allowed tbo bill 
brought forward for tho better government 
of tlio city of Victoria to bo defeated in its 
initiation — albeit that it waa a pormissive 
bill that could not be pui in forco without 
tho consent of the same ratepayers. All ths 
features of that bill to which any reasonable 
man ciuld objeot could havo been amended 
in committee. Aftor a time Vio- 
.oria will become even moro celobrated than 
at present for the. excellence of here ty gov- 
ernment. Tho filter beds beiog built and a 
dry season enoue, ihe publio will became 
wild and demand a supply of water, when 
it wiH bo discovered that in ordor to utilizs 
the Elk lako water filtered, and water from 
Goldstroam, Sooko, or elaowhoro, tho oity 
must have two eots of water works, ai d an 
expensive complication tn maintain. 

Hut that makes no difference Tho con- 
fiding ratepayer must stand tho expense and 
tho municipal contractors will pocket the 
profits and build an oxtra waterworks for 
tho confiding ratepayers with tho greatest, 
ploaauro. \\ hen will this absurdity end ? 
Not until the moro intelligent of tho rate- 
payers begin to vote ou the by-laws placed 
h"foro tho city. Judging from present ap 
p a-i noon it may bo no long timo boforo the 
ratepayers will begin to tinu that the council 
has involved tho ratepayers in burdens diffi 
cult to boar. Citi/.en. 

It Is probable that tho City of Kingston 
will go into dock shortly for an overhauling 
which she badly needs. She was latu in ar- 
riuing from tho Sound lust evening, tho 
delay boing duo to rush of freight occasioned 
by the distribution of the Taooma's cargo,

APPROVED COSTUMES FOR BRIDES 
AND BRIDESMAIDS. 



Imported Gowns Show Smaller Sleeves. 
Seams Are Corded Once More — Tulle Yells 
Are Worn to Show the Hair— White Kid 
Slippers.

It was iii i» grand store ou Broadway 
that a polito salesman said, to mo, "IE 
you will stop this way, ma'am, I will 
show you soma now waistosses. " I went 
with him and cortainly did find somo- 
thing very now, and though, to bo suro, 
ono swallow doos not mako a summer, 
straws show which way tho wind blows. 
The wind is blowing away the superflu- 
ous cloth in the sleoves. Ono of the 
prottiust dresses shown in a long time 
was rnado with sleoves sot in outirely 
smooth across tho shouldors. About four 
inches below tho seam thoro was a dou- 
ble roso plaiting of fringed silk of a 
very palo pink. Tho dress itsolf was a 
printed india, with a pattern of pink 
pimpernel betweon whito dots on a gray

ground. Below tho plaiting thoro woro 
two drooping pull's, which stood out 
quito full, but yet nut as sleeves have 
douo lately. Tho lower part was gigot 
shape. Certainly the sleove was not 
small, but tho fact that tho shoulder 
seam is plain is significant. Tho waist 
to this protty gown was a purfoctly plain 
French ono, with a belt to which tho 
skirt was sewed, and thero was a medi- 
um wide sash twico around and tying 
in tho back in loops, with long ends. 
Thoro was a roso plaiting around the 
bottom of tho skirt, and a largo ribbon 
bow in tho back of tho neck. 

Another very novel waist had an in- 
croyablo bow of black cropo do chino, 
and this was brought down tho front 
and crossed into a vest front drapery, 
and from tho front carried around to 
meet in tho center of the back in anoth- 
er bow. Ovor this was a quoerly shaped 
Eton, with shoulder pieces sloped down 
woll ovor tho slcevo and ornamented 
with three milliuor's folds. This jacket 
was of dark blue rops silk. The cuffs to 
tho quiet narrow balloon sloovo wero of 
tho bine silk reps. Tho skirt and uppor 
portion of tho sloovos woro of shaded 
bluo and whito cropon. Tho uppor por- 
tion of these sloovos was laid in flat box 
plaits and stitched down, so that this 
sloovo was also virtually smooth on the 
shoulder. 

An evening costumo furnished tho 
other ono of theso "waistosses. " It was 
of a rich chestnut brown satin duchess, 
cut with a flaring skirt. Tho corsago 
was pointod front and back and draped 
down tho front in vory elTectivo broken 
lines. Tho bodico was cut straight 
around and well off tho slope of tho 
shoulders. Above tho edgo of tho waist 
wero two bias folds of maize crepo lisse. 
Tho sloovos wero vory modorato puffs, 
requiring no raoro than ono width of 
silk and about a quartor of a yard in 
depth. On tho left sido of tho corsago 
wero a largo yollow roso and buds, but 
no foliage. By theso threo models, im- 
ported by ono of tho best houses in this 
country, it can bo understood that they 
mean something. 

Yet I saw in another placo somo now 
sloovos in process of completion that put 
every thing heretofore seen to tho blush. 
They are exactly tho shapo of a pumpkin 
seed and aro very stiflly lined and 
have a corded seam down tho outside. 
Sometimes tho cord is of a contrasting 
color. Thoro nro also sleeves where tho 
ripper draping is in form of a butterfly, 
stiffened with wigan. But I am quito 
•i Liith'o that sloovos have begun their 
. i (71 ward course. 

As soou as Lent is ovor thero will bo 
a Li'.uubcrof weddings, and it is aploas- 
uro to give a pen picturo of a gown, as 
simple as it is elegant, as a model from 
which many young ladies can draw 
thoir own conclusions and ideas. This 
was made of mat whito grosgrain, cut 
entirely on princesso, with a long and 
simple train. There was a narrow bor-

dor of waxen orango blossoms and leaves 
carried clear around tho skirt. At the 
waist in front thoro was a long shield 
shaped fold where it closed and a bolt 
with two rosettes of satin ribbon. Thoro 
was a plain yoke made of whito cropo 
lisso iaid in close plaits, and whero that 
joined tho silk was a border of orango 
blossoms, which reached to a point, both 
front and back. Tho collar was a closo- 
ly wrinkled stock of oropo lisse. Tho 
medium sized gigot sleeves camo bolow 
the wrists in a chatelaine point. There 
was a small wreath of tho orango blos- 
soms, and tho long tulle veil was pulled 
up beneath it in such a way as to loavo 
part of tho hair visible. Tho veils aro to 
hang backward and not over tho face, 



and they aro not to bo hemmed at all, 
bat oat smooth across the bottom. Tho 
hem makes it too hoavy. White kid slip- 
pers and whito ribbon bows aro the 
proper bridal shoes. No brido now wears 
a bow corsago or short sloovos. The 
bouquots aro comparatively small and 
aro tied in such a way that thero is ono 
strong loop through which tho brido oan 
pass hor wrists to lot tho flowers hang 
down, leaving hor hands froe. Dainty 
little laco and whito cropo do chino 
chatelaine bags for the haudkerchiof 
aro frequently worn. 

A gown for a bridesmaid is oiily soo- 
ond in importanco to tho brido's apparol. 
Ono was made of gray brocade, with 
wavy lines, on which wero coral pink 
dots. Tho skirt was plain and tho waist 
laid in Russian blouse plaita Thero was 
a simulated ligaro of coral pink velvet. 
This was laid in jabot folds, in tho cen- 
ter of which woro rosottos of tho volvot. 
Tho stock collar was of tho same, and 
thoro wero rosottos of tho volvot sot in 
tho middloof tho balloon puffod sloovos. 
Palo pink mousquotairo glovos and a 
gray folt hat, with pink volvot and gray 
plumos, complotod thih handsomo cos- 
tumo. 

Thoro was another dress for a young 
bridosmaid that was too protty to omit 
mention of. This was intoudod for a 
homo wedding, tho other for a church 
wedding. This had an underskirt of 
moonlight blue glace and ovor it a vory 
full gathorod skirt of whito silk muslin. 
At tho exact odgo of tho skirt was a fiat 
band of bluo grosgrain ribbon all 
around, and above that wero sowed 
rows of poarl beads as largo as marrow- 
fat peas. Theso wero sowod to mako 
vandyko points on tho upper edgo. Tho 
waist was a full "infant, " with tho 
gathers turned over at tho top to givo a 
broken outline. Thoro was a wido bluo 
ribbon draped as a belt in front and tiod 
in a deep sash in tho back, with long 
onds, Thoro were ribbon bows on tho 
short puffod sleeves and full rosottos of 
tho silk muslin on tho bust and shoul- 
ders. Pearl colored mousquotairo gloves 
woro provided. Dresses for bridesmaids 
should never outshine that of tho brido, 
but they may bo niado pretty and at- 
tractive without being extravagant.
